NO HOPE FOR IRELAND. 


L o n d o n , 
F e b 
12.—W illiam O’Brien 
has issued a Ion# statem ent on the Irish 
Parliam entary part}* situation, l i e says: 
“T he experience of th e p ast five weeks, g a th ­ 
ered in personal interview s, le tte rs and new s­ 
papers, confirm s my conviction th a t only a 
hearty reunion can save th e Irish cause. 
It is 
my duty to solem nly declare th a t no difficulty 
existed w hich a little m ore sacrifice of p e r­ 
sonal feelings on both sides m ight not have 
surm ounted. 
No useful purpose can be served 
by publishing th e d eta ils of negotiations, and I 
have, therefore, decided to regard them as con­ 
fidential; 
but I th in k nqne of th e p a rties 
concerned will seriously question th a t on th e 
m ain points a 
su b sta n tia l ag reem en t 
w as 
established. 
I can not too strongly ex p ress 
w ith w h at feelings we found th e se ttle m e n t 
shlpw recked at th e last m om ennt by m ere con­ 
te s ts of words, w hich offer a shockingly inade­ 
q u ate excuse for com m itting th e country to a 
struggle involving appalling influences. 
H am ­ 
pered a t every step by a m ischief m aking sec­ 
tion of th e p ress and also by responsible per­ 
sons who seem ed to re sen t any a tte m p t to 
give a less barbarous ch ara cte r to th e conflict 
and th e reconciliation Im peded by persons 
fatally deceived as to our own and our op­ 
po n en ts’ stren g th , th e irreconcilables of all 
sections have carried th e day. 
Dillon and m y­ 
self can not longer sta n d th eir deplorable 
work. 
W e should have been m ore sensitive 
to th e obliquity 
we incur by refusing to 
p a rticip a te in such a conflict had we ever 
sh ru n k from a conflict w ith Irela n d 's ene­ 
m ies. 
W e can do nothing m ore till we have re ­ 
covered freedom of action by g ettin g through 
w ith the sentence stan d in g ag ain st us. 
On th e 
ex piration of th a t term I sh all be happy to 
su b m it m yself to th e judgm ent of my c o n stit­ 
u e n ts; and if I can not otherw ise a ssist I oan 
enable them to com m it th e ir in te re sts to o th er 
b an d s.” 
Mr. O’Brien expresses the hope th at 
the inevitable conflict forced upon the 
country may be conducted w ithout per­ 
sonal bitterness and degrading person­ 
ality, so th at when the unhappy pas­ 
sions of the hour have exhausted them ­ 
selves all may again co-operate in the 
N ation’s cause. 
Mr. Dillon, in a short statem ent, ad­ 
m its th at he had been largely influenced 
to m ediate by the action of Mr. P ar­ 
nell’s most prom inent opponents. 
Mr. 
Parnell, he says, had been assailed 
w ith shocking 
personal 
vindictive­ 
ness 
and 
brutality 
in 
u tter dis­ 
regard of w hat 
was 
due him in 
return 
for 
his 
splendid 
services. 
This personal elem ent had in many 
minds hopelessly obscured the great 
public issues and driven thousands in 
Ireland and 
America into Parnell’s 
camp who otherw ise would have op­ 
posed his continued leadership.

Dillon continues: 
"I have resented the whole of Mr. Parnell’s 
proceedings. 
I was utterly unable to accept 
his leadership after the fam ous m anifesto, yet 
had I been free from the sentence of Imprison­

utterly ab h o rren t to me. T he Havre confer­ 
ence found m yself in p erfect accord w ith Mr.

I therefore 
felt It to be my duty cordially and loyally to 
support him in the difficult ta sk he had under­ 
taken.

O'Brien's view s and proved that the arrange­ 
m ent he contem plated was perfectly possible, 
but from the beginning of the negotiations pow­

Those 
who, 
either 
from ignorance or m alice, sneered at and m is­ 
construed our efforts, w ill before long realize 
the full exten t of their responsibility. For my 
own part I can not even now abandon the hope 
that the good sense of the Irish people w ill as 
tart Itself and in sist upon putting an end to an 
insane conflict that can result only in her hu­ 
m iliation and ruin.” 
Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon w ill im ­ 
mediately return to England and sur­ 
render them selves to the authorities, 
and serve the term s in prison to which 
they were sentenced. 
Mr. O’Brien will 
place his wife in the care of her parents 
while he is in prison. 
In an interview Mr. Parnell declared 
th at he would not recede from his posi­ 
tion, which he said was consistent. He 
would not submit, ha said, to the dicta 
tion of Mr Gladstone and the priests. 
He believed th at the general election 
would not be held for two years yet.

C h ic a g o , Feb. 12.— George J. Gibson, 
secretary of the great w hisky trust, has 
been arrested by United States officials 
on the charge of being a participant in 
a gigantic conspiracy involving the de­ 
struction of life and a vast amount of 
property. The conspiracy involved the 
destruction of the Shufeldt distillery and 
several others which are outside of the 
trust and which have given the whisky 
combine a great deal of trouble. 
The 
arrest wa* made at the Grand Pacific 
H otel 
.shortly 
after 
6 
o’clock 
a. 
rn., 
by 
Inspector 
Stuart, 
of 
the 
Post-Office Department, Deputy United 
States 
Marshal Gilman 
and 
Treas­ 
ury A gent Brooks, of N ew York. 
Gib­ 
son, who lives in Peoria, had just ar­ 
rived in the city and was accompanied 
by his w ife and daughter. 
He was 
taken into custody as he alighted from 
a carriage at the door of the hotel, and 
wa* at once hustled across the street 
into the Government building, where 
he was locked up in the United States 
Marshal’s office. 
Gibson w as carrying a sm all Rachel 
at the tim e of the arrest, and this was 
captured by Inspector Stuart- 
In the 
sachel were found articles which con­ 
clusively proved the intentions of the 
conspirators. The contents of the sach­ 
el were locked up in the safe in the in­ 
spector's office. 
The Treasury Department at Wash­ 
ington was informed of the conspiracy 
some tim e ago. and its officers were set 
to work to thwart it and arrest the par­ 
ticipants. 
Special Agent Brooks and 
Agent Sum merville, of the Internal 
Revenue Department, were sent here 
from N ew York some 
days ago. and 
Inspector Stuart, although his depart­ 
ment was not concerned in the conspir­ 
acy, received special instructions from 
W ashington to co-operate 
w ith 
the 
Eastern officials. The case was worked 
up w ith great secrecy and. after the 
arrest of the secretary, not a particle 
of information could be obtained as to 
the nature of the conspiracy except 
that its consummation involved w hole­ 
sale destruction of life and property. 
The specific charge against Gibson is 
that he tried to bribe an em ploye of the 
Government named De War to blow up 
Shufeldt’s distillery. 
All the arrange­ 
ments had 
been completed for the 
fiendish work when De War informed 
the Government officials of the plan 
and 
prevented 
the 
consummation 
of the conspiracy. 
Solicitor Hart has 
in his possession the dynam ite machine 
with which the destruction was to be 
effected and papers closing the contract 
for the diabolical business. 
The whole 
conspiracy w as worked 
up through 
Revenue Inspector T. S. DeWar. who 
was 
told 
guardedly 
some 
months 
ago that Shufeldt’s distillery was In 
the way of the trust and that there was 
“big m oney” for the man who succeed­ 
ed in getting the concern out of the 
way. 
Gibson was brought before Uom- 
m issioner Hoyne shortly after 12 o’clock 
and waived exam ination. 
He was held 
to the Federal grand jury in $20,000 
bonds. 
It is probable that the prosecu­ 
tion of the conspirators w ill be turned 
over to the State courts, as the conspir­ 
acy involvgd the crime of arson and 
murder as w ell as violations 
of the 
United States laws. 
Inspector Stuart of the Post-office De­ 
partment, one of the officers who made 
the arrest, said to a reporter: “I am not 
at 
liberty 
to 
give 
the 
facts 
in 
the 
case, 
but 
there 
is 
nothing 
that your 
im agination can conceive 
of more diabolical and horrible than the 
intentions of the conspirators. 
It was 
nipped just in time, too, for the first 
blow was to have been struck here in 
Chicago. 
Then it would have been re­ 
peated at other points.’’ 
Solicitor Hart1 told the story to a re­ 
porter aa follows: 
'•Some m onths ago the W ashington depart­ 
m ent were assured that things were not just 
straight, from the fact that the trust people 
tried their best to have a certain man appointed 
Inspector of the departm ent for this district. 
We set a watch, 
boon T. S. DeW ar was 
com municated with, and 
this 
man Gibson 
opened up a correspondence w ith him. 
We 
have the correspondence. 
Gibaon felt his man 
cautiously, tellin g him at first that Shufeldt’s 
concern w as in the way and that they were 
trying to get it out of the way. H e got i 
little bolder soon and finally, led on by De 
War, who was all the tim e in consultation w ith 
the departm ent, he made a straight proposl 
tlon. 
Ile offered DeW ar 110,000, and then In 
creased the offer to 125.000, to blow up the 
concern. Gibson stated that he had a dynam ite 
m achine that could 
be 
located 
just out­ 
side of one of the large tanks, so that a few 
momenta after It was placed It would explode. 
There would be plenty of tim e, Gibson told De- 
War, for bim to get away and that he w as the 
only man who could place It, because of the 
faot that aa a Government officer he had access 
to all parts of the building. 
“The result of the success af the conspiracy 
would have been that the m achine would have 
exploded between two of the im m ense tanks, 
m aking a terrible destruction, and leaving a 
sea of alcohol on 
fire. 
Gibson lied when 
be told DeW ar that the 
machine 
would 
not go off until he had tim e to get out, for it 
would have exploded at once, killing the man 
who placed it the very instant, before he could 
possibly 
get 
away. 
thus 
destroying 
the 
only 
evidence 
against 
the 
trust 
peo­ 
ple and at the sam e tim e .saving to them the 
125,000 that DeW ar was to have received. In 
addition to the destruction of DeW ar and the 
buildings the success of the plot m eant un 
questionably the death of 150 men working in 
the place.

tile oourfc house park, had a we I a hon­ 
ored or more feet deep. 
Water service 
WM put in the house, so that the well 
was no longer needed, and when watsr 
closets were put in, tbs we I was turned 
into a cesspool, 
Three dsys later a neighbor living sev­ 
eral rods d ik ta t was heaid com pl am id g 
about the water in his own well. 
“ For two days,” he said, “ it has tasted 
{rightfully. 
An oily scum forms on ii 
when we pour it out io tumblers and a 
aiouthfnl leaves a taste rn *fce mou*h that 
lasts for an hour.” 
“Don’t use the water another day,’ 
laid the owner cf the first well. 
“ What 
you are drinking n the drainage from 
my cesspool.” 


The Feoond well bas now bien sealed 
up and also converted into a cesspool, 
but how many other wells there are in 
the third ward and in other pans if the 
oily that are pollard rn tho same way 
would be hard to say. Tho immense oosa- 
pocl at the high school building 13 suffi­ 
cient to contaminate ail the wells rn that 
vicinity, especially those between the 
building and the riv, r. 
Investigations bb to the diffusion of 
dice as e-t reading germs have revealed 
the fact that kerosene oil emr-tud into a 
vault no matter Low shall aw or hew deep, 
vill in a few hours impr*. gn&te the water 
in ell the wells in the ceignborhocd. 
b lit will elso permeate the watt r bestir g 
Itrata in the errae manner, and its pres­ 
ence can easily be determined by the 
brackish tast.n 
Janesville people have long boat ted in 
having the beEt water in their wells. 
Once rn a while a boree owner is found 
constructing a new wtll or sinking the 
old one deeper, remarking thnt the water 
Is bad, cr given out. 
T te Doth ie, that 
It bas really become contaminated either 
by his own or his neighbor’d vault, and 
the water bearing etrats, bo clogged up 
by the process of fiiteratnn that the 
flowage bas been cu t off. 
Boards of health throughout the state 
ara asking for authority to regulate the 
kinking of wells, and wells and their die' 
uie or abandonment when discovered iD 
a foul cr disease-breeding condition. 
A system of Beverage iu Janesville and 
the abandonment of sit surface vaults 
would obviate much if not ell this dif­ 
ficulty, yet at best, it ie difficult to main­ 
tain perfectly pure water in an ordinary 
well. 
Already there are hundreds cf 
litas pools id use in Janesville, enough 
to destroy every well in the city. These 
should be prohibited, or people sbou’d 
not be allowed to lo D g sr use the well 
water. 
Property owners are seriously discus­ 
sing 
sewerage, the common council 
baying dirooted q special committee to 
Investigate the question and secure prop­ 
ositions from civil engineers for fam ish­ 
ing plan a and specificities at an early 
date. While the aliermen had no inten­ 
tion of commencing immediately the 
construction of sewers, all deem it ad­ 
visable that the plans and specifications 
for a general system throughout the city 
be sec ired, that private parties may bmld 
accordingly.

By united action the 
water company 
conli be induced to la; service pipes on 
every street in the city, but tLia oannot 
be accomplished until the people express 
■ desire to use the water. The people in 
discussing this question sbou’d discard 
all sections feeliog, and treat the sew­ 
erage system entirely as a sanitary rreas- 
o e . 
In one city in this stele the board of 
health recently condemned ten wills in 
one day, a careful analysis of the water 
■bowing it to be fearfully contaminated 
by the fiowage from the ordinary surface 
family vaults, in come eases located sev­ 
eral rods distant. 
When Jete->vi!le peo­ 
ple resize the number of diseases that 
spring from this Pierce, they will lend 
their influence in removing the same.
